Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  .Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitarv  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  lt)4.S. 

.After  more  tlian  four  years  of  war  it  is  satisfactory  to  he  able 
to  report  that  the  health  of  the  population  has  been  well  maintained 
and  that,  witli  the  exception  of  an  increase  in  the  notifications  of 
.Scarlet  Fever  and  a  short  but  sharp  epidemic  of  inlluenza  before 
Christmas,  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  generally  has  been 
less  than  usual. 

I  he  shortage  of  houses  and  the  difTicuIty  of  obtaining  labour 
and  materials  for  repairs  are  being  brought  to  our  notice  nifirc 
fref|ucntl\.  Pi'ogress  in  other  dii'cctions,  too,  has  necc'ssai'iU’  been 
held  up. 

The  number  of  admissions  to  the  Realcy  Maternity  Home  is 
again  a  record  and  the  attendance  at  the  .Ante-Natal  and  M’clfare 
Clinics  are  still  at  a  high  level.  These  services  are  freely  used  and 
are  apiireciated  by  the  mothers  in  the  district. 

Close  and  friendly  rehations  are  maintained  with  the  doctors 
practising  in  the  area,  and  I  am  indelited  to  them  for  their  assist¬ 
ance  and  for  their  w  illing  ('o-oj)erat ion  in  matters  |3ertaining  to  the 
lu'alth  of  the  Borough. 

In  submitting  this  I'eport  1  tak('  the  opportunity  to  express 
my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Council  in  general,  and  particularly  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  for  their 
support  and  encouragement. 

I  also  desire  to  record  my  tippreciation  of  the  good  work  done 
by  the  members  of  the  st.'dl  of  the  Health  Department.

B.  -GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

(1)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangements  for  the 
examination  of  clinical  material,  milk,  etc. 

The  number  of  specimens  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Manchester,  and  the  results,  are  as  follows: —

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(2)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

L'j)  U)  June,  the  I  own’s  Ambulance  Sei'vice  was  manned 

and  maintained  entirely  by  Civil  Defence  drivers  and  members  of 
the  I-'irst  Aid  I’arties.  'I'hen,  owin”'  to  a  redistribution  of  A.R.l’. 
stall,  and  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  whole-time  personnel 
allocated  to  Radclifte,  it  was  necessary  Uj  en^ai^e  six  full-time 
drivers  to  take  the  place  ol  the  Civil  Defence  drivers  whom  we 
lost  when  the  chanifes  in  establishment  took  place. 

The  number  of  Radc'liffe  jjatients  attendinj^'  hospitals  has 
increased  during'  the  past  lew  years  and,  notwithstanding  every 
ellort  to  restrict  their  use  to  patients  unfit  to  travel  by  train  or 
public  services  vehicles,  the  demand  for  ambulances  has  also 
increased  to  an  even  greater  extent. 

f’art-time  voluiilarv  drivers  continue  to  give  valuable  help  at 
nights,  during'  emergencies  and  at  times  when  full-time  personnel 
are  not  available. 

Three  ambultmces  are  in  regular  use  :  8,987  calls  were 

I'eceived  during  the  year,  im-luding  12a  accidei'it  cases  and  119 
for  patients  admitted  to  or  discharged  from  the  Healey  Maternity 
Home. 

The  Bury  ami  District  Joint  Hospital  Hoard  have  provided 
two  motor  ambulances  for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases.  The 
ambulances  are  kept  at  the  Florence  Nighting'ale  Hospital. 

(3)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(i)  The  Radclifte  and  District  Sick  Nursing  Association  pro¬ 
vides  trained  nursing  in  the  home. 

858  patients  were  attended  at  their  homes  and  9, 250  visits 
were  paid  by  the  Nurses. 

(ii)  The  Ainsworth  and  Harwood  District  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion  maintains  a  Queen’s  Nurse  for  the  northern  portion  of  the 
district,  and,  in  addition  to  ordinary  nursing,  she  attends  midwifery- 
cases  in  this  area. 

In  1948  the  nurse  jjaid  2,505  \  isits  and  nursed  92  casi-s : 

48  medical,  88  surgical,  8  midwifery,  and  8  maternity.

I'lin  \'oUintai  \'  Ik'Ii)(.“is  who,  lor  so  many  ycais,  ha\i'  ri’iidcicd 
xaluahic  assislaiu'c,  still  oari)  on  with  tludr  ^ood  work,  and  l)\’ 
thnir  cllorts  on  hcdiall'  of  the  mothers,  conlrihute  lars^ely  to  the 
liopularitv  ol  the  Centres.  .Mthouith  practically  all  tmdeitakc 
other  forms  of  volimtaiw  war  work  they  continue  their  rej^ular 
attendance;  we  are  ifrateftd  to  theni  for  the  time  and  lahotir  they 
give  to  this  service,  anti  I  thank  them  once  more  for  their  willing 
help  and  co-operation  anti  especially  .Mrs.  Makin  ami  .Mrs. 
.Metcalfe,  the  Honorary  Secrettiries  of  the  Radclilfe  anti  .Mnswoi  th 
\Mluntarv  Committees.

Clinic,  were  lewer  than  in  1942;  nearlv  all  the  volunteers  have 
been  tletdt  with,  anti  many  of  them  have  contrihutetl  hlootl  to 
the  i:)ool  on  two  t)r  more  t)ccasions. 

(5)  Hospitals. 

The  only  hospittds  in  the  town  are  the  Bealev.Maternitv  Home 
anti  the  Smallpox  Isolation  Hospital  at  .Ainsworth.  'I'he  vai-it)us 
voluntary  hospitals  in  neighbouring  tt)wns  cater  for  the  non- 
inlectious  local  sick  ret|uiring  in-patient  treatment  ;  infectious 
diseases  are  atlmitted  to  the  h'ltirence  Nightingale  Hos])iial  anti 
cases  ol  Tuberculosis  tt)  the  various  sanatoria  in  the  t'ountv  tireti. 

I  hough  there  is  generally  a  waiting  |jeriotl  at  the  vt)luntarv  hos¬ 
pitals  lt)r  the  less  acute  i-ases,  no  real  tlillicultv  is  exiierienced  in 
ttbtaining  atlmissit)ri  for  emergencies  tnul  mgent  cases. 
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Contributions  to  the  Radclill'e  llospital  and  Charities  Fund 
lia\e  af^ain  increased,  and  last  year  reached  the  record  figure  of 
1  :  reconmiends  issued  numljei'ed  Whilst  the  fund  is 

not  stricll}-  an  insurance  sr-heme,  sul)stantiai  benefits  aie  offered 
and  sulxscribers  are  relieved  of  financial  anxieties  for  the  cost  of 
hos|)ital  treatment  at  limes  when  the  family  income  mav  be 
recku'ed  by  reason  of  sickness.  Contributors  who  are  fortunate 
in  not  having-  to  draw  on  the  fund  have  the  satisfaction  of  know¬ 
ings  that  they  are  helping  the  hospitals  and  other  institutions  and 
associations  caring  lor  the  sick.  The  town  is  indebted  to  the 
Committee  and  to  the  many  works  representatives  and  others  for 
the  time  and  effort  voluntarily  devoted  to  this  service. 

I'he  a|)plications  for  admissicjn  to  the  Bealey  Maternity  Home 
were  more  than  could  be  accepted,  and  the  number  admitted 
was  about  the  same  as  the  previous  year  (■220)  and  as  many  as 
ran  be  dealt  with  comfortably.  Even  so,  at  limes  there  are  rush 
periods  w  hen  ar'comniodation  is  severely  taxed  and  the  staff,  both 
nursing-  and  domestic,  have  unavoidable  and  extra  duties  to  carry 
out.

1  he  two  municiptd  midwixes  attended  KM  cases,  either  in 
the  capacitv  of  midwife  or  maternity  nurse,  and  other  midwives 
attended  33  patients. 

riie  remainder  of  the  births  took  place  in  nialernil\-  homes 
and  hospitals  in  Manchester,  Bury  and  other  neighbouring-  towns. 

4()  patients  were  referred  by  dtK'tors  or  from  the  .Ante-Natal 
Clinic  to  (onsultanls,  and  most  of  these  were  subsequently 
admitled  to  St.  .Mary’s  Hospital,  .Manchester,  for  their  confine¬ 
ment. 

During-  the  year  I3‘.)  new  patients  were  treated  at  the  Dental 
Clinic  for  I'NiJcctant  and  Nursing  .Mothers,  and  the  total  attend¬ 
ance  was  289.

C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  lal)ie  belt)w  shows  ihe  i-loset  and  aslij^ii  acrommodat ion 
at  the  end  of  Itl’JO,  also  at  the  end  of  eaeh  of  the  ])ast  live  \ears, 
and  demonstrates  tlie  conversions  and  additions  marie  since  the 
scheme  came  into  operation  in  October,  1021. 

riiere  is  little  change  in  these  figures,  as  very  lew  conver¬ 
sions  have  been  carried  out  since  1030. 

Financial  assistance  has  been  given  lor  the  tamversion  of 
privies  to  Fresh  Water  Closets  since  1021  ^  and  a  corresponding 
grant  was  sanctioned  in  May,  1038,  for  the  conversion  of  waste 
water  closets.  .Ml  the  privies  and  pail  closets  that  were  within 
access  to  sewers  and  the  main  waler  supplv  had  been  dealt  with 
before  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  steady  progress  was  being'  made 
with  the  waste  water  closets  when  war  brought  this  work  to  a 
standstill.

Inspector. 

D.— HOUSING. 

•Many  houses  are  occupied  which,  but  for  the  war,  would  by 
now  ha\e  been  condemned  and  demolished.  Some  of  them  are  in 
such  a  state  that  patching  up  makes  (ittle  difference  to  their  defects 
and  shortcomings,  and,  even  so,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  finding- 
Iresh  tenants  when  they  become  vacant. 

They  are  a  constant  source  of  worry  to  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  :  though  the  occupants,  before  taking  possession,  were  well 
aware  of  their  manv  drawbacks  and  knew  that  they  could  not  be 
niade  reasonabb-  con-iforlablc,  thev  ('onstantly  bring  complaints 
and  ask  for  othei'  acconiti-iodal ioii  to  be  |)i'o\ided.  Lb-ilortunately 
very  little  can  be  doi-ie  at  the  present  time;  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  close  the  houses,  and  indeed  some  of  those  w  hich  were  scheduled 
for  clearance  and  demolition  under  the  Mousing  .\cts  belore  the 
outbreak  of  war  are  still  occupied.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  DURING  THE  YEAR  1943 
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F.— PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

'I  here  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  eases  of  Scarlet 
I'ever,  hut  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  the  lowest 
recorded  lor  many  years.  .\s  Sc-arlet  Fever,  a^minst  which  no 
specific  means  of  prevention  has  been  used,  showed  an  increase, 
it  is,  I  think,  reasonable  to  attribute,  to  some  extent,  the  lessened 
incidence  of  Diphtheria  to  the  special  measures  taken  a^>-ainst  it 
durin”  the  past  three  or  four  years. 

Fewer  immunisations  were  carried  out  than  in  194'2,  and  the 
number  immunised  was  just  about  sulhcient  to  maintain  the  same 
jtercentai^e  of  protected  children  as  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
vear,  viz.  :  70  per  cent,  of  children  of  school  aj^e  and  -^8  per  cent, 
pre-.school  children. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  neither  of  whom 
had  been  immunised.
